INCREASE IN ROAD DEATHS 


“Victorians should hang their 
heads in shame at their road 
fatality record,” Mr. 0. ©, 
Phillips, Vice President ot, the 
Victorian Division of the National 
Safety Council of Australia, said 
today, . 

He was comunenting on figures 
Just released by the Common- 
wealth Statistician showing an in- 
crease of 45 deaths on Victorian 
roads in 1961-62 compared with 
the previous year, 

Mr. Phillips said} “While there 
is some compensation in the fact 
that injuries in Victoria were re- 
duced by 683 and that the fatatity 
figures ave dropping throughout 
the Commonwealth, we, in Ays- 
tralia's most progressive State go 
on Slaying each other at an in- 
creasing rate, 

“This record shows not that 
roads are better policed in other 
States or that stiffer sentences 
are imposed by their courts of 
law, it simply shows that Vic- 
torian road users are more irres- 
ronsible than others, i 

“Those who do not like this 
inference are just hiding their 
heads in the sand—it is hot 
enough to clamour for the wrath 
of the law. ‘Somewhere along 
the line the motor runs away with 
the road users sense,” he said. 

Commenting on a possibie solu- 
tion Mr. Phillips said that the 
problem posed by our high rate 
of road accidents is primarily one 
of education and that it could be 
solved only by securing public ac- 
ceptance of the principles of road 
courtesy and the obligation to 
cbserve the rules of the road. 

“Both motorists and pedestrians 
must respect each other’s rights 


jand use the road in a manner 


which will ensure that they do 
not. inflict death or injury ‘on 
themselves and on others. 

“I cannot agree that the Gov- 
ernment has failed miserably in 
its efforts to reduce the. road toll, 
Rather would I suggest that road 
users have failed miserably to re- 
spect the laws of the road and 
to heed the counsel: which is 
constantly issued by the police 
and safety bodies,” Mr, Phillips 
said.
